Dear Mr. Gertenbach: 

I was most pleased to receive your reply of March 11 stating that 
you would consider an application for $3,500. to help support attendance 
by graduate students and foreign scientists at the International 
Conference on Papilloma Viruses to be held at Cold Spring Harbor 
Laboratory September 14-18, 1982. Such financial assistance would 
provide substantial help in attracting the best established scientists 
and would encourage younger students to participate. 

Although you mentioned that I need not submit additional 
documents, I wanted to share with you the detailed description of the 
Papilloma Virus field and the objectives of the'conference (material 
Peter Howley and I had prepared for grant applications to the National 
Science Foundation and National Institutes of Health). At the present 
time the National Science Foundation has tentatively offered to provide 
$3,000. toward the costs of the meeting, and the CETUS Corporation has 
contributed $1,000. Therefore our proposed budget is as follows:
